*The connecting link between Samakh in Palestine and Nassib 
in Trans-Jordan runs through S>ria as part of the Line from Haifa 
to Damascus and from Damascus to the Hijaz and is adminis¬ 
tered and operated^ by the Syrian Authorities. The Trans-Jordan 
Line formerly continued southwards from Ma’an to Mudawara 
(113 kilometres beyond Ma’an) on the border of Trans-Jordan and 
the Hijaz and thence to Medina, but this section of the line 
has not been reconditioned since the damage done during, and 
in disturbances and by thefts after the War and is not in use. 


3. Any reference in this report to the Palestine Railway is intended 
to mean the 4’8 , /a” standard gauge railway in Palestine and owned by the 
Government of Palestine. A reference to the Palestine Railways (in the 
plural) or the Palestine Railways and Operated Lines will include all three 
Railways, and in any mention of the Kantara — Rafa (Sinai) or Hijaz 
Railway those titles will be used although it may sometimes be necessary 
to refer to the “Hijaz Railway in Palestine” or the “Hijaz Railway in 
Trans-Jordan.

A sum of £P. 55,810 is included in (b) Palestine Railway representing 
expenditure during 1931 on the new Locomotive workshops in course of 
construction at Haifa, (c) Palestine Railway includes £P. 11,297 spent on 
works of an extraordinary nature during the year under review, and (b) 
Petah Tiqva Railway includes £P. 19,678 the balance of an amount of 
£P. 20,000 advanced by the Colony towards construction of the line. The 
expenditure on the Kantara — Rafa Railway was increased by £P. 2,633 for 
a new layout for the wagon transporter at Kantara. 


10. An amount of £P. 2,643 was spent from this Fund for the renewal 
of the syphon under the Suez Canal at Kantara and a balance of £ P.5 4,65 3 
remained in the Fund at the end of the year. 


it. The following table gives a comparison of the receipts and 
working expenses of each Railway for 1931 and 1930. The working ex¬ 
penses do not include debt charges for the Palestine Railway or extraordi¬ 
nary expenditure from revenue. It is also pointed out that the 1931 
Revenue figures for the Palestine Railway include £P. 34,607 for the conv¬ 
eyance of stone and other traffic in connection with the construction of the 
new Harbour at Haifa as compared with £P. 15,791 in 1930. This revenue 
is derived from Government Funds and is only of a temporary character. 
It will decrease during the financial period 1932/33 and the traffic will 
probably cease altogether before the end of that year.

12. There was an increase of £P. 2,929 in ordinary working expen¬ 
diture on the Palestine Railway in 1931 as compared with 1930 which was 
accounted for principjllly by additional provision for repairs to Locomotives 
and Rolling Stock. 

On the Kantara—Rafa and Hijaz 'Railways there was a decrease in 
working expenditure of £P. 15,351 and £P. 341 respectively.

It will be sen that the Revenue of the Palestine Railway exceeded 
the ordinary expenditure by £ P.96,342 but when the expenditure of 
£P. 11,297 on extraordinary works and £P. 152,961 in respect of debt char¬ 
ges and sinking fund are taken into account there is a deficit of £ P.67,916. 

It is of interest to point out that the debt and sinking fund charges 
represent 37°/o of the total expenditure and 43% of the revenue. 


13. The working expenses are divided between the three Railways 
by direct allocation where possible and in other cases on the basis of en¬ 
gine, train and vehicle mileage, coal consumption etc. It is a cumbersome 
and confusing method which makes it difficult to ascertain the accurate

position at any time and, in my opinion, does not always give a true pic- 
true of the situation or of the proper allocations against each Railway in 
accordance with the actual work done. A new method is under consideration. 


A sum of £P. 11,297 was used for extraordinary expenditure fro 
revenue on the Palestine Railway and £P. 180 on the Hijaz Railway.

15 . It will be seen that despite decreases in working expenditure on 
the Kantara—Rafa and Hijaz Railways there were decreases in the surplus 
of revenue over the ordinary working expenditure of all three Railways. 
This was due to the continued general financial and trade depression and 
also to increased road competition. The revenue of the Palestine and 
Kantara—Rafa Railways was seriously affected by the heavy increase in 
Egyptian customs duties about the middle of 1930 and the Kantara— Rafa 
Railway also lost most of the oil traffic which previously came from Egypt 
by rail but which was distributed from Haifa (where it arrived in tank 
steamers) after the opening of the oil installations at this port at the end 
of 1930 . 

16 . The following are summaries of the sources of revenue on the 
three Railways. Greater detail is given on pages 37 , 70 and 85 .

17 . The increased total tonnage and revenue of merchandise is due 
nallv to the increase in traffic for the Haifa Harbour Works. 


18 . It will be seen that there were only small decreases in the 
number of first class passengers, slight increases in the second fclass on the 
Palestine and Kantara — Rafa railways and a considerable increase 
(comparatively) in the second and third class on the Hijaz railway. The 
heavy decreases in third class passengers on the Palestine and Kantara—Rafa 
railways were due no crfmbt partly to the economic depression but also to 
the greater use of road transport and, as regards the Kantara Rafa railway, 
also to fewer movements of the Egyptian Government Units stationed at 
El Arish. The increase in revenue from season tickets was obtained from 
the Quarries at Atlit The increase in second class passengers on the Hijaz 
Railway is attributed to limited third class and no first class accommodation 
on the Sentinel Cammell Steam Cars operating on this section. The incre¬ 
ase in third class passengers was almost entirely on the Haifa-Acre branch 
line and is accounted for by exceptional traffic to the Acre Races and 
Nebi Mussa festival and the workmen engaged in the construction of a 
new Settlement in the Acre Bay and on the construction of the Haifa- 
Acre road. > 

There was a decrease of some 43,000 passengers from Jaffa from where 
there is an excellent road, practically alongside the railway, to Jerusalem. 
Owing to the heavy grades and consequently slow journey it is difficult for 
the railway to compete with this road.

The passenger receipts were reduced by the introduction by the Lloyd 
Triestino Shipping Company of a weekly service of steamers from Haifa to 
Trieste and a large number of passengers used this route in preference to 
going to Europe via Port Said and Alexandria. The distance travelled by rail 
by these passengers was, therefore, considerably shorter then in previous years. 

The increased road competition at extremely low fares has done much 
to counteract the effect of the reduced return fares by rail introduced in 
January 1929 .

26 . The increase in goods revenue on the Palestine railway was 
principally due to the heavier traffic in stone for the Haifa Harbour Works 
Department in which there was an increase of £P. 18 , 816 ; the net decrease 
on ordinary merchandise therefore amounted to £P. 13 , 765 . 

The other increases of any note were in oranges, petrol and stone 

# 

traffic (apart from stone for the Harbour Works). 

Oranges . With the increasing production of the groves and improvements 
at the port of Haifa, the orange traffic increased considerably. From the beginning 
of the 1931/32 season until December 31 st. 1931 , 895 wagons were received 
at Haifa as compared with 642 for the corresponding period of 1930 . For 
the Whole year 1931 , 2273 w’agons were received compared with 1705 for 1930 . 

Petrol . 9903 tons of petrol were carried in 1931 compared with 8210 

tons in 1930 . The increase reflects the expansion of road motor transport 
operations. 

Stone, A comparison of the stone traffic in wagon loads from the

Barley, Barley is forwarded principally from the Gaza District and 
from Trans-Jordan and the decrease was due to the poor crops. The ton¬ 
nage from the Gaza District alone was 5564 less than in the previous year. 

Building Materials. The traffic in sand and other building materials 
has declined largely owing to the decrease in building consequent upon the 
general depression in trade. 

Cereals. The cereal crop in 1931 was particularly poor. 

Kerosene. The reduced rail transport of kerosene and fuel oils is 
accounted for by importation direct by sea to the new installations at Haifa 
with the loss to the Palestine railways of most of the haulage between 
Rafa and Lydda. This traffic was almost entirely lost by the Kantara — 

Rafa railway. Road competition also had its effect in Palestine. 

Manure. The movement of manure traffic from the Northern to the 
Southern District was prohibited by the Department of Agriculture as a 
preventive measure against the spread of disease. 

Melons. The decrease in melon traffic was due to the heavy customs 
duty imposed by the Egyptian Government in February and July 1930 . 

Only 148 wagons of melons were despatched from Palestine to Egypt 
in 1931 as compared with 1052 in 1930 . 

Miscellaneous. Miscellaneous traffic suffered for the same reason and 
this traffic is also particularly susceptible to road motor competition. 

The Kantara—Rafa railway receipts for goods traffic declined by no 
less than £P. 21,363 principally owing to the cessation for the reason given 
of oil and oil fuel imports from Egypt and of the export of melons. 

Hijaz railway receipts decreased by £P. 14,269 due principally to the 
partial failure of the barley and other cereal crops.

29 . An adequate service of goods and mixed trains was maintained 


and there was no difficulty or delay in carrying all the traffic offering.

30 . The effect of road competition was increasingly apparent partic¬ 
ularly between Jaffa and Jerusalem between which places an excellent road 
exists in close proximity and practically parallel to the Railway. Principally 
for this reason the traffic from Jaffa, Tel Aviv and Jerusalem showed the 
further decreases indicated below:-

In a further effort to meet within reason the competition on this sec¬ 
tion of the railway, special low flat rates for all traffic were introduced on 
the nth December. 

The results of these rates could not be seen in 1931 but the indica¬ 
tions are that they are bringing a considerable increase of traffic to the 
railway. 

Melons. The rates on melons to Egypt were reduced by 21 % in an 
endeavour to counteract the effect of the increased Egyptian Customs duties 
but unfortunately the reduction had little if any effect. 

A reduction of ai. 7 °/o was given both by the Chemin de Fer du Hijaz 
and the Hijaz railway in Palestine for melons to Syria. 

Cereals. The rebates on cereal traffic from the producing areas of 
50 % on lots of 500 tons and over in 1930 were extended to smaller quan¬ 
tities for 1931 the rebate varying from 5 % to 50 % but owing to the poor 
crop the results as compared with 1930 were not satisfactory. 

As a result of Irtic failure of the local cereal crop, large quantities were 
imported via Haifa and in order to secure this traffic to rail for stations in 
the southern area a reduced rate was introduced in November and the 
following quantities were transported under this rate up to the end of 

the year.

Reduction were made in the rates on all classes of building material 
from Jaffa, Tel Aviv, Haifa, and Acre stations to Affula, Ein Harod, Shutta, 
Beisan, Jisr El Majami and Samakh. No traffic passed from Jaffa or Tel- 
Aviv but certain quantities of sand from Acre to the Ein Harod area, and 
stone, sand and cement traffic from Haifa to Naharaim for the Palestine 
Electric Corporation were secured. 
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Potash. The transport of potash salts from the Dead Sea began dur¬ 
ing the year and a special rate of 250 mils per ton from Jerusalem to Haifa 
for export traffic was introduced in September 1931 conditionally upon not 
less than 5000 tons being exported to the end of 1932 . In the short time 
before the end of 1931 a quantity of 367 tons was railed. 

It had been the practice in the past when the weather did not permit 
of discharge at Jaffa for ships to proceed up the coast and tranship their 
Jaffa cargo into any steamer bound for Jaffa which was likely to reach that 
port in calm weather. With a view to securing that this traffic should be 
discharged at Haifa and railed to .Jaffa or Jerusalem special flat rates of 
600 mils and 850 mils per ton (to the two places respectively) for any 
class of ocean traffic were introduced and to the end of 1931 a quantity 
of 543 tons had been railed. 

Bananas. In order to assist the development of the banana growing 
industry a reduction of 18 % was made in the standard rates for both local 
and export traffic via Egypt. 

In the present time of keen competition and economic depression it is 
more than usually desirable constantly to consider cases where reductions in 
rates are justified economically and this policy was carefully followed dur¬ 
ing the year under review. It is, however, frequently undesirable and in¬ 
deed out of the question for the Railway to attempt to compete with trans¬ 
port by road at rates which appear to follow no economic law. 

31 . Considerable progress was made with the preparation of the new New 
tariff and it is hoped that it may be ready during 1932 . It is a difficult tariff, 
matter in existing circumstances to decide upon rates which will have any 
permanence and which will secure traffic and at the same time provide a 
proper revenue. 

32 . Statements of the time keeping of passenger trains (including Time 

mixed trains) for the standard and 105 c.m. gauge sections separately are keeping 
shown on pages 18 . oi train*. 

The time keeping was not good. The delays were principally due to 
the large number of engine failures which, compared with 1930 , were 
as follows:-

The failures were due to the same causes as in the previous year 
namely shortage of f^nds for maintenance, inadequate workshop facilities 
and bad water, and while there was an improvement in the condition of the 
engines during the year, the position still left much to be desired. The 
punctuality of trains was also adversely affected by the substitution of a 
number of “mixed” for “passenger” train services as from the 1 st June for 
reasons of economy and owing to the decrease of traffic. 


A certain amount of shunting en route is necessary with these trains 
and the unbraked and loose coupled goods stock cannot be run at the same 
speeds as passenger stock. The difficulty as regards inadequacy of work¬ 
shop facilities will disappear with the opening of the new shops at Haifa 
in 1932 . *

MECHANICAL BRANCH. 


40 . The form of organisation known as the ‘Transportation System 
is in use on the Palestine Railways. Under this system the activities of 
the Chief Mechanical Engineer are confined to the construction and maint¬ 
enance of rolling stock and locomotives in the main workshops; the con¬ 
trol of engines (when outside the shops) and their crews and the Running 
Sheds at which minor repairs are carried out, being under the Superint¬ 
endent of the Line who has officers with technical mechanical knowledge 
to supervise the technical work and advise him on technical matters. 

For this reason matters such as engine failures, coal and oil con¬ 
sumption etc. are referred to in the section of the report dealing with traf¬ 
fic operation and the report on the mechanical section is confined to the 
work and position in the locomotive and carriage and wagon shops. 

41 . This report refers to work not only at Haifa but also at Kantara 
where shops, built in the war, are still in use. 

42 . No new locomotives or vehicles were received during the year.

NEW WORKS. 


56 . The construction of the new locomotive Workshops at Haifa by 
contract, but under the supervision of the Chief Engineer of the Railway 
exercised through a Resident Engineer, proceeded satisfactorily during the 
year and the work is now nearing completion. Some delay has, however, 
occurred in connection with the electric motors and the shops will not be 
ready for use as early as previously expected. 

57 . The shops are situated on the 105 c.m. gauge line from Haifa to 
Acre and advantage was taken of the necessity to provide dual gauge ac¬ 
cess to the workshops to make a deviation of the line which will save a 
distance of 1700 metres on the Haifa-Workshops section of the Line. 

58 . The Shops, Station, quarters etc. of the Palestine Railways at 
Kantara East are supplied with filtered fresh water from the sweet water 
canal on the Western side of the Suez Canal by syphon under the latter. 
It was necessary to replace the old syphon which was in a very bad con¬ 
dition. The dredging of the channel in the canal bed and the laying of 

% 

the pipes under water was carried out on our behalf by the Suez Canal 
Company. It is of interest that the new syphon had only been in use a few 
days when the old syphon failed completely. 

59 . To allow for the widening of the Canal north of Kantara East 
station it has become necessary to move the wagon transporter to a site 
just south of the station. This involved the construction of an approach 
line and sidings on the east bank. This work was completed by the end 
of the year and it is expected that the new transporter will be brought into 
use in April and May of the present year.

62 . The Chie^ Engineer reports continued improvement in the effici¬ 
ency of the permanent way staff which is attributed to the training and 
technical instructions imparted to gangers and supervising staff by means 
of courses followed by examinations. 

x 63 . The Palestine Railway was hurriedly laid as a Military line 
during the War and little was done in the way of ballasting and drainage. 
This work has had to be done since as funds have permitted and is part¬ 
icularly essential on those parts of the line laid on black cotton soil. The 
work proceeded satisfactorily in 1931 so far as the financial provision all¬ 
owed and full use was made of debris from the Atlit Quarries of the Haifa 
Harbour Works. It is unfortunate that this work cannot proceed more 
rapidly as the lack of ballast and proper drainage, as well as the condition 
of the sleepers, involves speed and local restrictions. 

There is no ballast whatever under the tracks of the railway in Sinai. 
Much trouble is experienced on this section owing to sand blowing on to 
the line. 


Except on the Palestine section, where additional ballasting is still 
required, the Hijaz railway requires little attention in this respect. 

64 . The wooden sleepers used on the Palestine and Hijaz railways 
are obtained from Anatolia. They are comparatively cheap but, especially 
on the Palestine railway, have only a short life and require frequent repla¬ 
cement. Their life in many places is shortened by the lack of ballast and 
proper drainage. 

The position is unsatisfactory as the number of sleepers which it was 
possible to obtain with the funds available was far short of the real requi¬ 
rements. The sleepers have to be made to outlast their proper life by many 
years and come out of the track in very bad condition. The frequent “spot" 
renewals are an expensive form of maintenance. 

65 . In the case of the bridges also construction was hastily carried 
out in the War and in many cases the structures were not designed or 
intended to be of a permanent nature. Here again shortage of funds makes 
renewals and repairs difficult or imppossible but the best use was made of 
the money available and attention was given to the bridges and culverts 
most urgently requiring repairs. 


66 . No new buildings were erected during the year, and little repair 
work beyond painting and patching could be carried out. Many of the 
staff quarters are in a very unsatisfactory condition. 

67 . Thefts of rails continued on the disused section of the Hijaz 
Railway in Tran-Jordan south of Maan, the number missing up to the end 
of the year being 665 against 592 at the end of 1930 . It is hoped that as 
the result of continued representations definite steps will be taken shortly 
at least to reduce these thefts. 


68 . About 80.000 young trees grown in the Railway Nursery at 
Lydda were planted out at stations along the line and at the new work¬ 
shops where, in addition to their decorative use, they will act as wind 
breaks and for the purpose of preventing movement of sand. 

69 . The Train Signalling System used is the Railway Signal Company’s 
Webb and Thompson ministure indicating type staff instrument connected 
by 689 kilometres of single line wire. 

70 . The train control system is the Western Electric 60 . A. C. Train 
Control connected to all stations from the Headquarters control office in 
Haifa bv 1142 kilometres of line wire (metallic circuit).
